PROBABLY A FAKE 


Vest’s Last Utterance Before Going to 
Eurepe Was for Free Silver. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—A special to the 
Herald from Washington says: 

Another United States Senator can be 
added to those who have left the standard 
of the advocates of the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1.

Suppesed Ship of Dr. Fridjof Nansen 
Sighted Off Greenland. 


LONDON, Sept. 17. Advices have been 
received here from the Danish trading 
3 of Angmagsalik, on. the east coast 
of Greenland, that a ship, supposed to be 
Dr. Fridjof Nansen’s, called the Fram 8 
sighted at the end of July, stuck fast n an 
ice drift. Two years ago the Arctic ex- 


plorer’s ship was re "

Nansen was proceeding on the theory 
that “a current is constantly running 
across the polar region somewhere north 
of Franz Josef Land from the sea north of 
the Siberian coast and Behring Strait and 
into the sea between Spitzbergen and 
Greenland.”’ This being granted, the 
natural way to reach the north pole is to 
enter the current where it runs northward 
and come out with it where it emerges from 
the arctic circle. This idea could be car- 
ried out, Nansen believed, either by en- 
camping, on an ice floe, living there and 
“floating across,” or by being provided 
with a ship strong enough to withstand 
the pressure of the ice. It is the latter plan 
that Nansen followed. He firmly believed 
that the current would carry him to or to- 
ward the pole, and at any rate, far into the 
vast unknown realm luyin north of 
Wrangel Island and Point -Barrow, the 
quarter of the Arctic zone in which least 
progress poleward has been made.

Prof. Warner's Bold Opinion of 
Judges and Police. 


THIEVES TO GUARD THIEVES. 

An Astoundiag Paper en “Politics and 
Crime” Read at the Prison 

Congress in Denver. 


DENVER, Colo., Sept. 17.—A sensation 
was created in the Prison Congress by a 
paper on “Politics and Crime,“ written by 
Amos G. Warner, Professor ‘of Economics 
and Social Science in the Leland Stanford 
Untversity of California, and read by John 
N. Dryden, of Kearney, Neb. 

“Tf the State itself is under the influence 
of criminals,” said the doctor, boldly plung- 
ing into the subject, “how can it hope to 
reform criminals? Setting a thief to catch a 
thief was an old time doctrine, but the plan 
of setting a thief to reform a thief has never 
yet been defend The representatives of 
the State with which criminals are most fre- 
quently brought into contact are policemen, 
police justices, sheriffs, sheriffs’ deputies 
and jail keepers, only a shade, if at all, 
better than the criminals themselves. The 
hope of cure of criminals largely lies in 
curative treatment in the early stages. 
Petty offenders and those on the verge of 
criminality in the large cities seldom or 
never get beyond this line of guards and 
live more or less in their presence. The 
police to them represent the State.“ 

The professor illustrated -his meaning by 
giving details of the treatment given tramps 
gamblers, prostitutes and the criminal 
classes generally.

THE RESPONSIBLE MAN. 


The City Hall scandal has been revived 
in an unfleasant manner. Facts are dis- 
closed which seem to make it certain 
that some one has been guilty of crooked- 
ness and threaten serious complications 
for the city. 

Investigation by the Board of Public 
Improvements has verified the charge 
that the fire-proofing used in the building 
is not according to the original speci- 
fications. But the Board has discovered 
that the work is in accordance with the 
contract signed by Architect Mann, al- 
though the contract in question was re- 
jected by the Board and the architect 
was specifically * not to accept 
It. 

Architect Mann Ans that he was 
deceived into signing the wrong contract 
by the fire-proofing company, but his 
nature to the contract, it is feared, 
gives the contractors legal recourse 
against the city should the Board order 
the- work done according to the original 
specifications. 

The Commission should not hesitate as 
to its course in this matter. The city 
should be protected at all hazards. The 
false contract should be thrown aside and 
the work ordered done strictly in ac- 
cordance with the proper specifications. 

Architect Mann is responsible for the 
work and should be held accountable for 
all expense in enforcing the rights of the 
city. If the company deceived him info 
signing the wrong contract, the city 
should not be made to suffer on account 
of either ‘the crookedness of the contract- 
ors or the carelessness of its gupervising 
architect. 

Mr. Mann is pald an enormous sum in 
commissions to supervise the building 
of the City Hall. The city pays him this 
sum to protect it from crookedness and 


——— 


carelessness. If the city must bear the 


brunt of Mr. Mann’s own errors, the 
thousands he is paid are worse than 
wasted. It bears the expense of pro- 
tection and the expense of his failure to 
give it protection. 


THE BIGHT KIND OF TALK. 


The address issued by the executive 
committee of the Democratic Literary 
Bureau of Illinois is highly commendable.

PRRHISTORIC. MAN. 


Skeleton Feund by Prof. Wortman in 
Wyoming. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DENVER, Colo., Sept. 17.—Prof. J. L. 
Wortman of Columbia College has arrived 
here with a class from the college after a 

trip through Wyoming hunting fossils. 
He has unearthed some remarkable treas- 
ures, which are now in transit to the Mu- 
seum of Natural History in New York. 

The most important specimen of this col- 
lection is the skeleton of a pre-historic man 
found near the head of Bitter Creek in 
Southern Wyoming, ten miles from the 
Colorado line. 

This region is the bed of an extinct lak 
where sediment was deposited for seve 
thousand years. In this lake the pre-his- 
torto man was probably drowned. He said 
he did not 22 to make complete meas- 
urements, but he estimated the skeleton 
to be two and a half feet long, forming an 
animal about the size and weight and gen- 
eral make-up of a species of monkey, 
known in common parlance as the white- 
faced capuchin. 

The Professor said some of the bones are 
missing, but the skull is complete and it 
would ‘be a simple thing for any paleontolo- 
gist to draw a complete picture of this rep- 
resentative of the human race as he ap- 

eared years ago. 

8 after his return to New Tork, the 
Professor will issue a pamphlet giving full 
scientific description of the skeleton and 
deductions to be drawn from the discovery. 

Another find tn which the general public 
may be interested was the skeleton of what 
is known as the “Little Horse.” This ani- 
mal is no larger than-a shepherd dog. In- 
stead of a single toe he had four toes on 
1 of his fore feet and three on his hind

the bottoms of gulches or in the sides of 
cliffs.

PENSION A BOUNTY. 


Opinion ef Commissioner 38 on a 
Question Raised by the d. A. R. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 17.-A

discuss the question whether a pension once 
granted a disabled soldier becomes a vested 
right or is subject to revision or cancella- 


tion at the option of some officer of the 
Government. It ts the purpose of the order 
to bring suit in the Federal Court to test 
the question and to carry it to the Supreme 
Court for final decision. 
In regard to this matter Commissioner of 
Penstons Lochren says: A pension 
a bounty granted by act of Congress.

An Expedition Puts | Out From the Keys 
for Some Cuban Port. 


KEY WEST, Fla., Sept. 17.—It ts stated 
on reliable authority that an exped@ion 
consisting of several hundred well equipped 
men left here Sunday morning for the Keys, 
where they are to meet a vessel that will 
take them to Cuba. For the past several 
days many Cubans have been arriving 
here, whose actions have teft the United 
States and Spanish authorities to believe 
they were filibusters. These Cubans have 
all mysteriously disappeared and with them 
many of the native Cubans. 

The Spanish Consul cabled his suspicions 
to Havana, and the gunboat Conde Vena- 
dito of Alliance notoriety last night started 
to head off the expedition.
